MADRID, Feb. 22.—The Spanish admiral commanding at Havana telegraphs 
that the Spanish ‘official investigation into the catastrophe to thé Maine terminated 
yesterday, and that the first exploration by official divers has shown, up to the present, 
that the disaster was quite accidental and was not produced by any exterior cause. — 

Premier Sagasta in person conveyed the official telegram to the Palace, and the 
Queen Regent expressed satisfaction on hearing the result of the investigation. 

The Ministers say there is no foundation for the pessimist rumors published by 
El Imparcial, concerning the relations between Spain and the United States, as, on the 
contrary, Charge d’Affaires De Bosc wires very reassuring impressions. 

The Queen will give an audience this afternoon to United States Minister Wood- 
ford, who will convey thanks telegraphed by President McKinley for her message of 
condolence. : 

A considerable sensation has been caused in political circles by telegrams from 
Havang, announcing a victory of the Radicals in the Cuban Autonomist Assembly.

POWDER CASE FOUND BY THE DIVERS, 
INDICATING THAT ONE MAGAZINE EXPLODED.

HAVANA, Feb. 22.—A six-inch powder case was brought up by divers at work 
in the forward end of the wreck of the Maine. 
the six-inch magazimes, 

This is strong ev#@ence that at least the rear one of the forward group of small 
magazines exploded. 

The dase, I am informed, is ripped open and crumpled. It is of copper with a 
lapped-over seam, and contained brown powder with a few grains of black. 

Nothing has been done toward ascertaining the cause of the explosion. The real 
cause cannot be actually proved until it is learned whether the top of the forward turret 
is on or not. It was over the main magazine and was thrown into the harbor away 
from the ship. Many of the most curious stories are floating about. One man says he 
was sleeping in one of the Maine’s hoats—he does not know on which side of the 
ship—when he felt an awful shock and found himself aboard the burning ship. 

From the cabin of Capt. Sigsbee, which is the most accessible part of the wreck, 
numerous articles have been recovered, among others a bicycle, some swords, the en- 
listment record of E. L. Noble, a fireman, now dead, and Captain Sigsbee’s silver 
service plate, presented by the State of Maine. Still further down in the ship were 
found half a dozen packages of chewing gum. 

The work has been almost all by torch, although now, I am informed, the Man- 
grove has run an electric wire over the wreck rigged with lamps. 

The forward divers had perilous work. The Maine really is chewed up there, and 
there was great danger of the air hose being sawed by the ragged plate edges, and of 
the life line getting afoul of wreckage. 

The.divers say this part of the ship is awful. Bodies are packed betwee? tables, 
boxes and beams. 

They fall almost to pieces when touched and many of them can never be taken 
out. Nearly all could have been saved intact by the World and Post-Dispatch divers 
on Thursday and Friday. 

The divers working in the forward part of the shattered hull were Warrant 
Officer Morgan of the New York and the chief gunner’s mate of the Iowa, under the 
charge of Ensign Baumly. 

The Maine’s diver, Reddin, and Fisher of the New York were working in the 
undestroyed stern of the Maine. Lieutenant Commander Wainwright still is in general 
charge. 

The navy divers are enthusiastic, but not equal to the requirements. Inky water 
is against them. The World and Post-Dispatch’s divers could have done the work. As 
it was, rain even interfered. 

The bodies of Lieut. Jenkins, Assistant Engineer Merritt and about 100 others 
have not been recovered, although the World and Post-Dispatch’s offer of divers was 
made long enough ago to have insured the saving of them all, and most of them in a 
state of preservation to permit identification. 

About 50 men sleeping in the center of the Maine on the berth deck probably 
never will be accounted for. They must have been blown to pieces. The divers 
already have seen some skeletons of bodies which the vultures had picked clean while 
floating under the ruins where the Spanish patrol boats could not get them. 

Koehlér and Holzer, in the San Ambrosio Hospital, are very low. Koehler is 
delirious all the time.

The six others in the hospital are doing well. Some can read and smoke when 
some one holds the cigarettes for them. All have burned arms and hands, but are 
brave and patient. 

In the Alfonso XII. Military Hospital, a new and sanitary structure, there are 
three of the Maine’s wounded. They are doing well. 

One named Weber said to Chaplain Chedwick to-day: 

“O, no, Chaplain, we are not afraid of dying here except from the gout.” 

They are being very well looked after. 

Surgeon Hennebezer explains the reason why Clara Barton's house, in Buenos 
Ayres, is not used for the wounded instead of San Ambrosio Hospital by stating that 
the patients could be moved aboard a ship by water much ecasier than to Miss 
Barton's house ashore. Each will be moved, he says, when he is able. 

The graceful courtesy of the Spanish surgeons 1s shown by a sign posted at the 
entrance to the hospital ward where the Maine's sufferers are. It reads: 

“Take off your hat upon entering this room.” 

This is an unusual thing for this country, where one walks into the theater with 
his hat on. 

The Spanish Red Cross deserves praise for having assisted on that terrible Tues- 
day night. It sent stretchers to the Machira for the immediate transport of the 
wounded to the hospital. 

After the cable office closed Sunday night a dull explosion was heardin the city 
and there was great excitement for a few moments. 

It being carnival time the streets were thronged, all the theaters and al! the 
clubs had dances. Everybody started for the water front. The sound seemedito 
come from the bay.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb.

Before the students of the University of 
Pennsylvania he delivered the following ad- 
dress, the occasion being the celebration 
of Washington's birthday: 

Mr. Provost, Officers and Students of the 
University of Pennsyivania, Ladies and 


Gentlemen: 

We celebrate here, as tn every part of our 
country, the birthday of a great patriot, 
who assured the beginnine of a great na- 
tion. This day belongs to patriotism and 
the people. But, in a certain sense, the 
University of Pennsylvania has a special 
reason for honoring the of February. 
For over half a century, with ever increas- 
ing popularity and ‘public recognition, you 
have observed the occasion, either as a 
holiday or with patriotic exercises, par- 
ticipated tn by faculty and students. No 
other American institution of learning has 
@ prouder title to the venerat’on of Wash- 
ington’'s memory than this, whose founda 
tion was lvid in colonial days, nearly fifty 
years before Pennsylvania became a State; 
whose progress was largely due to the 
aciivity of Franklin and other zealous and 
far-seeing patriots, and whose trustees 
wero on terms of sufficient intimacy with 
Washington to congratulate hm upon his 
election to the presidency, and to receive 
from him a notable reply, which has passed 
into the history of the times. 

Washington, too, belonged to the brother- 
hood of the alumni of this institution, hav- 
ing accepted the degree of Doctor of Laws, 
conferred upon him in 1783--an honor doubt- 
less the more appreciated when he recalled 
the events which gave him closer and 
peculiar attachment to the City of Phila- 
delphia. ‘ 

No wonder that your great university has 
made the twenty-second of February its 
most impressive ceremonial, and devoted its 
annual exercises to special tributes to the 
memory of he first President of the United 
States, and the patriotic themes which clus- 
ter thickly about his life and work. I re- 
joice with you in the day. I rejoice, also, 
that throughout this broad land the birth- 
day of the patriot leader is faithfully 
observed and celebrated with an enthusiasm 
and earnestness which testify to the virtue 
and gratitude of the American people. 

It would not be possible in the compara- 
tive short time to which these exercises 
must to-day be limited to fo'low Washing- 
ton in his long and distinguished services 
at the head of the army, and as chief exec- 
utive ef the Government. My purposes 
is simply to call to your attention a few 
points in Washington's career which have 
sinszularly impressed me, and refer to some 
assages in his writings that seem peculiar- 
y appropriate for the guidance of the peo- 
ple who, under our form of government, 
have in their keeping the well being of the 
country. 

In its entirety, Washington's public life 
is as familiar to the American student as 
the history of the United States. They 
are associated in holy and _ Indissoluble 
bonds. The one is incomplete without the 
other. Washington's character and achieve- 
ments have been a part of the school books 
of the nation for more than a century and 
have moved American youth and manhood

‘to aspire to the highest ideals of responsible 


citizenship. With enduring fame as a great 
Boldier the world has recognized his equal 
accomplishments in the paths of statesman- 
ship. As a soldier he was peerless in the 
times in which he lived, and as a statesman 
his rank is fixed with the most illustrious 
in any country or in any age. 

But with all our pride in Washington, we 
nor infrequently fail to give him credit for 
his marvelous genius as a constructive 

tatesman. Weare constantly in danger of 
losing sight of the sweep and clearness of 
his comprehengion, which accurately 
grasped the problems of the remote future 
and knew how to formulate the best means 
for their solution, It Was committed to 
Washington to launch our ship of state. He 
had neither precedent nor predecessor to 
help him. He welded -the scattered and, at 
times, antagonistic colonies ‘Imto an inde- 
atructible union, and inculcated the lessons 
of mutual torbearance and ret which 
have cemented the States into still closer 
bonds of sympathy and interest. 

From the time when Washington declared 
in his Virginia home that he would raise a 
thousand men and equip them at his own 
expense, to march to the defence of Boston, 
he became the masterful spirit of the Conti- 
nental army, and the mightiest single factor 
in the Continent’s struggle for liberty and 
independence. Apparently without personal 
ambition, spurning royal honors when they 
were suggested to him, he fulfilled a still 
more glorious destiny as the guiding force 
of a civilization freer and mightier than the 
history of man had ever known. 

Though Washington's exalted character 
and the most stri ing acts of his brilliant 

cord are too familiar to be recounted 

ere where so many times they have re- 
ceived eloquent and deserved eulogy, yet 
often as the story is retold, it engages our 
love and admiration, and interest. We love 
to recall his noble unselfishness, his herolo 
purpose, the power of his magnificent per- 
sonality, his glorious achievements for man- 
kind and his stalwart and unfilinching de- 
votion to independence, liberty and union. 
Those cannot too often told or be too 
A slaveholder himself, 
he yet hated slavery;and provided in his

It ig he who precides in the councils 
of nations and whose providential aid can 
supply every human defect. It is his bere- 
diction which we most want and which can 
and wili/consecrate the liberties and happi- 
ness of/ the people of the United States. 
With his help the instruments of the citi- 
zens employed to carry out their purposes 
will succeed in the functions allotted to 
public life. ' 

But Washington, on this occasion, went 
further and spoke for the people, assum- 
ing that he but voiced the sentiment of 
the young nation in thus making faith in 
Almighty God and reliance upon his favor 
and care of the strong foundations of the 
Government then inaugurated. And, pro- 
ceeding, Washington stated the reasons 
for his belief in language so exalted that 
it should be graven deep upon the mind of 
every patriot: 

ae ee can be bound to acknowledge 
and adore the invisible hand whieh con- 
ducts the affairs of man more than the peo- 
ple of the United States. Every step by 
which they have advanced to the character 
of an independent nation geems to have 
been distinguished by some token of provi- 
dential agency; and, in the important revo- 
lution just accomplished in the system of 
their united Government, the tranqull de- 
liberations and voluntary consent of so 
many distinct communities from which the 
events resu cannot be compared with 
the means by which most Governments have 
been established without sume return of pi- 
ous gratitude along with an humble antici- 
pation of the future blessings which the 
same seems to presage. The reflections 
arising out of the present crisis have forced 
themselves strongly upon my mind.” 

The Senate of the United States made 
fitting peaponee of its appreciation of this 
portion of the President’s inaugural ad- 
dress when its members declared that “A 
review of the many signal instances of 
divine intervention in favor of the country 
claims our most plous gratitude and that 
they were inevitably led to acknowledge 
and adore the great Arbiter of the universe 
by whom empires rise and fall.’’ 

Congress added its sanction by providing 

that “‘after the oath shall have been aéd- 
ministered to the President, he, attended by 
the Vice-President and the members of the 
Senate and House of Representatives, pro- 
ceed to St. Paul’s chapel to hear divine 
services performed by the Chaplain of Con- 
gress, already appointed.’’ 
_Not alone upon days of thanksgiving or 
in times of trial should we, as a people, 
remember and follow the example thus set 
by the fathers, but never in our future, as 
& nation, shouid we forget the eat moral 
and religious principles which they enunci- 
ated and defended as their most precious 
heritage. 

In an age of great activity, of industrial 
and commerciz:! strife aad of ag! eng a 
problems we should never abandon the sim- 
ble faith in Almighty God, as recognized in 
the name of the American people by Wash- 
ington and the first Congress. 

But if a timely lesson is to be drawn 
from the opinions of Washington on his 
Assuming the office of President, so, also, 
igs much practical benefit to be derived from 
the present application of portions of his 
farewell address, a document in which 
Washington laid down principles which ap- 
peared to him ‘“al] important to the per- 
manence of your felicity as a people.’ 

In that address Washington contends in 
part (1) fer the promotion of institutions of 
learning; (2) for cherishing the public credit; 
(3) for the observance of good faith and 
justice toward all nations. 

One hundred years ago free schools were 
little Known. in the United States. here 
were excellent schools for the ywell-to-do 
and charitable institutions for the instruc- 
tion of boys and girls without means, but 
the free public school, open alike to the 
child of the rich and "poor and supported 
by the State, awaited creation and develop- 
ment. The seed planted by the fathers 
soon bore fruit. Free schoola were the 
necessary supplement of free men. The 
wise and liberal provisions for public in- 
stitutions by the fathers, second only in ef- 
fect to their struggle for the independence 
and creation of the Union, were destined 
at no distant date to produce the moat 
wonderful reeults. As the country has 
grown, education fostered by the State has 
kept pace with it. Rich as are the col- 
legiate endowments of the old world, none 
of them: excel in munificence the gifts 
made to educational institutions by the 
people of the United States and by their 
 woaplangggece in conformity with “the in- 

uence which sound learning has on re- 
ligion and manners, on government, liberty 
and laws.’’ 

Adams and Madison, Jefferson and Hamil- 
ton, Sherman and Trumbull, Hancock, Jay, 
Marshall, the Clintons and many others of 


our early statesmen were scarcely less ear- 


nest and eloquent than Washington him- 
self in pleading the cause of sound and 
liberal education for the people. 
Nor does this seem surprising when we r@ 
flect that the truest aim and worthiest aim- 
bition of education is not finished scholar- 
ship for the favored few, but the elevation 
of a high standard of citizenship among the 
many. I have had peculiar satisfaction in 
the fact that Washington, in those early 
days, when engrossed with mighty govern- 
mental problems, did not forget his con- 
tributions for the education of the poor and 
left in his will a bequest to he dedicated to 
free public instruction. Nothing better. tells 
the value placed upon knowledge as an es- 
sential to the highest and best citizenship. 
How priceless is a liberal education. In it- 
self what a rich endowment. It ts not im- 
paired by age, but its value increases with 
use. No one can employ it but its rightful 
owner. 
He alone can illugtrate its worth and en- 
joy its rewards. It cannot be inherited or 
purchased. It must be acquired by indi- 
vidual effort. It can be secured only by 
perseverance and self-denial. But tt is as 
free as the air we breathe. Nelther race nor 
nationality mor sex can debar the earnest 
seeker from its ssession. It is not ex- 
clusive, but inclusive in the broadest and 
st sense. It is within the reach of all 
who really want it and are brave enough 
to struggle for it. The earnest rich and 
the worthy poor are equal and friendly 
rivals in its pursuit, and neither is exempt- 
ed from any of the sacrifices necessary coe 
its acquisition. The key to !fts title is not 
the bright allurements of rank and station. 
wae, eae eimple watchword of work and 
study. 
A liberal education is the prize of individ- 
ual industry. It is the greatest blessing 
that a man or woman can enjoy when sup- 
ported by virtue, morality and noble aims. 
But the acquirement of learning in our 
schools and colleges seems so easy that we 
are apt to underestimate ite value and let 
the gaportunticy to win it slip by until re- 
gretfully we find that the chance ie gone. 
The rudiments must be ingrafted in youth, 
or with rare exceptions ey are forever 


lost. 

Life to most is a struggle and there its 
little time for the contemplation of the 
theoretical when the practical is pressing 
at every hand. B8Stern duty monopolizes our 
time. e command of others controls our 

references and often defeats our inten} 
ons. By gene 4 adhering to a firm pur- 

ose amid the activities of life we may keep 

n touch with the Hterature of the day, but 
to go back to the classics or grapple with 
the foundations of the sciences is beyond 
the power of most men when they have 
entered upon their chosen business or pro- 
feasion. 

One's mental fighting. often a hand-to- 
hand conflict with obstacles and tempta- 
tions, is a battle of his own, a campaign 
whose motive force is individuality rather 
than circumstances or luck. Nor has any 
prescription yet been found to take the 
place of application and self-denial and per- 
sonal struggles which have given to the 
world its greatest leaders and noblest 
achievements. * 

“Cheerish the public credit."" How much 
both of reflection and instruction is com- 
bined in this simple admonition of the fath- 
er of his country. . The United States 
emerged from the bitter and prolonged 
struggle of the Revolutionary War exhaust- 
ed financially and with a hundred existin

But Washington knew how to gather 
around him and place in positions of the 
greatest trust the able financiers and econ- 
omists, Whose names the country still ven- 
erate and whose great work it still enjoys.

When Harry Smith Tried to Rouse Her 
at the Hotel Victor She Was 
in the Throes of Death and 
Soon Passed Away. 


The pretty figure of a woman lay stretched 
at length in the dead house of the City 
Hospital Tuesday morning. It was the last 
of Annie Smith who, as one more unfortu- 
Mate, weary of breath, ended her sorrow 
with carbolic acid, 

Annie had a room at the Victor Hotel, 
that was paid for by one Harry Smith, a 
smooth-faced young:fellow with whom she 
appeared to infatuated. Smith ts a peripa- 
tetic bartender. His business was to seek 
and obtain the bar privileges at dances 
and other festive gatherings where liquors 
hy allowed to be sold. He roomed at the 
Tictor. 

The woman rarely left her room at the 
hotel, except for meals, and had no asso- 
ciliates of any kind except Smith. Being 
thus devoted to him she demanded equal de- 
votion in return. In this mood she devel- 
oped jealousy, and while the employes of 
the house say she never made any noise 
or created a scene she always appeared 
wistful and frequently troubled. 

The story told by Clerk Peterson was one 
of tribute to Annie Smith’s fidelity. He said: 

“She came here about six weeks ago and 
conducted herself so well that she at once

‘‘We both started for a doctor, he in one 
direction and I in another. I madea circuit 
of the block and failed to find one. He was 
more successful and brought an old gentle- 
man who had responded to Smith’s call. 
The doctor gave the young woman gly- 
cerine and went to work vigorously to 
bring her back to life. He worked until 5 
o’clock and then he said she was becoming 
worse and it would be better to remove her 
to the hospital. 

‘IT telephoned for an ambulance and Smith 
and I helped carry the woman downstairs. 


‘Smith accompanied her to the dispensary, 


but before going he locked her room door 
and took the key with him, declaring he 
would be back again in an hour or two, and 
that meanwhile nobody should f° near the 
room. That’s all I know about It.”’ 

At the dispensary Smith said the woman 
was 22 years old, and that he had known 
her for several months. He said he could 
assign no reason why she should take 
poison. 

The dyspensary physicians saw the critical 
condition of the young woman and directed 
her removal to the City Hospital. There 
she remained unconscious until] nearly 7 
o’clock, when death ended her terrible suf- 
ferings. : 

The clerk of the Victor Hotel says Annie 
could not speak; when she was found by 
Smith in her room. She was then gasping 
hard for breath, and gave no sign of being 
conscious. At least she paid no attention 
to inquiries. The clerk gucceeded in t- 
ting the aid of a woman who lives near by, 
and she was with the doctor and Smith dur- 
ing the long effort to restore consclous- 
ness, but she says Annie never at any 
time said an intelligible word. 

Annie Smith appeared to have been a 
pretty woman. She had brown hair, dark 

lue eyes, rerular features and was modast- 


ly and becomingly attired.

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AN ACT OF BAD FAITH. 


Extraordinary precautions are being taken by the authori- 


ties to guard the Spanish cruiser Vizcaya from injury in New 
York harbor. It is presumed that an essential part of this 
care is to place the ship where no Government submarine mine 
could destroy or even injure the ship and where the chances 
of injury from any outside cause would be least. It is a mat- 
ter of honor with the United States Government to see that 
the Vizcaya is not injured through the fault of the authori- 
ties while peace is maintained. 

Let the case of the Maine be viewed from this standpoint. 
The berth of the Maine was selected by the Havana harbor- 
master. She was anchored in this berth under his direction 
and, it is reported, despite the protests of Capt. Sigsbee. That, 
however, is immaterial except as evidence of Capt. Sigsbee’s 
apprehension of foul play. 


If it shall be proved that the Maine was destroyed by a 


mine, what must be the conclusion? It would follow that 
eo far from taking precautions to place the Maine in a posi- 


tion of safety and to avoid the suspicion of foul play, the 


Spaniards placed the ship in the most dangerous spot and 
courted suspicion, nay, practical conviction of foul play. 
From euch conditions no conclusion but that of bad faith 
and treachery could be drawn. To place the vessel in a po- 
sition of danger was essentially an act of bad faith and 
treachery. 
Not quite so damning would be the evidence of destruction 


by a movable torpedo or infernal machine. Yet the presump- 


tion of Spanish guilt would be strong and it would certainly 
be proof of lack of precaution and police vigilance. 

Should the tragedy of the Maine prove to have been an ac- 
cident, it would also prove that American battleships are as 
perilous to our navy as they dan be to the ships of an 
enemy.

The League of American Municipalities has just issued its

' Information Bulletin No. 1, the subject of which 1s Electric 


Lighting. It is a comprehensive sheet, which ought to be in 
the hands of city legislators and executive officers. 

Amohg other things, the bulletin shows that in thirty cities 
lighted by contract under the “moonlight” schedule, the aver- 
age cost per aro light is $78.55. In fifty-five cities lighted by 
contract where lamps are burned al] night the average price 
per lamp Is $95.67. St. Louls pays $74.95 per lamp. But the av- 
erages quoted are brought up to the figures named by exceed- 


ingly high charges in some of the cities. Sacramento, Cal., 


for example, pays $123 per lamp, more than twice what Ann 
Harbor, Mich., pays, viz., $60. 

None of the contract lighted cities get theirdamps as ohtaply 
, The cheapest 
contract lamp is $54.15. The cheapest municipal lamp, $29.10. 
Both these are on “moonlight” schedules. 

An interesting showing of the tables given is the number 
ef very short contracts. It has been frequently claimed that 


electric light companies cannot afford to bid on short contracts 


and that it would be useless for the city to advertise for such 
bids, Yet not less than seven oilties quoted by the bulletin 
have contracts for one year.

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The Post-Dispatch, through its correspondents in Paris, Vienna, Rome 
and Berlin, has put to eminent authorities upon international laws and obli- 
gations this question: 


“If the Maine explosion shall prove to have been caused 
by design, yet through no fault of the Spanish Government, 
what action by Spain would satisfy the diplomatic require- 
ments of the situation—could the crime be treated as a casus 
belli?”

The answers follow: 

PARIS. Feb, 22.—The French Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. Hanotaux, received the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, notwithstanding that the Ministry is overwhelmed with 
matters pertaining to the imminent rupture between France and England. Replying 
to the question of the Post-Dispatch, he said: 

“Speaking as a historian, I cannot at the moment recall any exactly parallel case 
for the guidance of the two powers involved. They must be guided by facts as they are 
ascertained.” , 


VIENNA, Feb. 22.—Baron Jettel, the First Court Councilor in the Austrian Office, 
was asked by the Post-Dispatch correspondent the question cabled me. He replied: 

“What you suggest does not involve a question of international right; it is only a 
criminal case to be judged according to the laws of the country to which the offend- 
ers belong. If the United States Government suspects that Spanish subjects com- 
mitted the crime this suspicion the United States must communicate to the Military 
Governor of Cuba. That would oblige the Spanish Government to begin immediately to 
examine the case. 

“According to the Spanish penal law an examination must first determine whether 
the explosion was the work of criminal persons. If a crime is established, the next 
step will be to ascertain If it was committed on United States territory—the ship’s deck. 

‘“‘As this terrirory no longer exists, the ship having been blown to pieces, the ex- 
amination is made the more difficult. The fragments must be raised by divers at the 
cost of the American Government, and if the guilt of Spanish subjects is proved, Spain 
must refund the expenses of the examination. If something in the condition of the 
fragments points to the guilt of Spanish subjects, Spain will have to search for. the 
guilty persons and try them by the Spanish law. If the Spanish law demands that a re- 
ward be offered, Spain will be obliged to do this. : 

“The present political situation in no way puts obligations upon Spain. 

“This is an affair which will be considered by all nations in a purely criminal light.” 


ROME, Feb. 22.—Sig. Fiore, an authority in Europe on international law, answered 
as follows the Post-Dispatch’s question: 

‘Spain ig not positively obliged to take any action unless it is proved that she is 
indirectly responsible for the explosion—as, for instance, if the Spanish authorities, 
having suspicion that the crime was to be perpetrated, did not take fitting preven- 
tive measures. 

“Spain is not obliged to prove non-responsibility. 
good faith,” 


International law presupposes 


BERLIN, Feb. 22.—An eminent authority in the German Foreign Office, who de- 
elines on Account of his position that his name be used, answers the Post-Dispatch’s 
question as follows: 

“Spain is responsible for the destruction of the Maine if negligence in watching the 
ship can be proved against her, or if her connivance, either active or passive, can be 
shown; or if the deed was done or promoted by any of her officials im active service. 

“If the Spanish Government was hot at fault (if the act was committed by a pri- 
vate citizen of Spain), the opinion as to the position of Spain and the extent of her 
liability is not unanimous among the German international lawyers with whom I 
have discussed the question, In that case, however, the United States Government 
would be justified in insisting that Spain put all her criminal machinery in motion 
and exhaust every resourse to bring the criminal to justice; it could even insist upon 
Spain offering a reward if dissatisfied with the ordinary police procedure or doubtful 
of its success. 

“The first act of Spain should be to apologize for the act of her citizens and assure 
the United States that the criminal or criminals, when discovered, would be brought 
to justice.’’ 


THE NEW YORK HARBOR IS IN POOR 
CONDITION FOR DEFENSE AGAINST A FOREIGN NAVY. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.~The defenses about New York are declared’ by experts to be 
in a shameful condition. It is reported from Washington that Congressman Heming- 
way and two of his, associates of the House Naval Committee made a secret persona] in- 
vestigation of the harbor last week, and they discovered 107 of the new high-power rifle 
guns, that were made for the Government at a cost of more than $40,000 each—$4,280,000— 
lying*about on skids, absolutely useless for any practical purpose, A paper quoted Gen. 
Miles as saying among other things: 

“I have known for some time that these magnificent guns were lying about tn thig 
way, and I have repeatedly told friends of mine in Congress about the condition of things 
there. 

“Why, that Spanish warship now in New York harbor could capture every one of 
those guns, and we could do nothing to prevent ft. A hostile foreign ship could enter 
the Narrows of the harbor of New York without being stoped by a single projectile fred 
from a modern gun.” 

Knowing well that Gen, Miles is one of the most discreet men tn the army, a dis- 
patch was sent to him by the Post-Dispatch correspondent, giving interview and asking 
the General if he was correctly reported. 

“The interview credited to me,” replied Gen, Miles, “is highly sensational and 
grossly exaggerated. I gave out no such interview for publication. It is known of all 
men that our coast defenses are not in as forward and complete condition as they 
ought to be should war be at hand. The annual reports of the Secretary of War and 
Secretary of the Navy show exactly what our condition is and the facts @re all well 
known by those who read the daily papers, . 

“If, however, an enemy were to attack us, he would find the task no holiday 
amusement, even if our condition to repel an attack was not as fully complete and 
as formidable as military critics of natipnal defense expect.” 

Unquestionably the defenses are not what they should be. Fine guns are useless 
because not in position and it will take some time to make them serviceable Then, too 
the soldiers would have to sleep in tents, as there are no barracks. 

However, there is little use for worry. We will be in at the start and the finish 
too. A high army official told the Post-Dispatch correspondent this morning that 
every gun on the Atlantic coast was manned. In other words, the army is ready for 
war, if war comes. The latest movement of troops is important, although the number 
of soldiers transferred was comparatively small, because it shows that an Import- 
ant branch of the defensive measures of the army is not being neglected—that of sub- 
marine mines and other devices for protecting harbors, This is a branch of the na- 
tion’s defense that is not understood generally. There is not a mine in New York har- 
bor, but that is not a serious neglect. An army officer told me to-day: 

“The appliances are gl] at hand and the harbor ts plotted. We know just what to 
do and where to place every destructive engine. As an instance of what has recently 
been done in the way of preparation of laying mines and torpedoes, let me tell you 
something. The wires to bonnect the batteries with the explosives were purchased 
some time ago, When there was not the same skill used in the manufacture of electric 
wires there is now. 

“Well, it-was found lately—how lately Iam not going to say—that the wire we 
had was not in perfect condition. So a purchase of 200 miles of the best protected wire 
for the purpose was made. This is ready for use in laying harbor defenses.” 

After ail, if war doed not come with Spain, the scare will have served @ good pur- 
pose if it forces the nation to manage its affairs on a common sense basis. @

Chairman Thuner sees only the bright side 
of his position. He has it all figured out 
that he knows more than 60,000 voters.

HE WAS A YOUNG DESIGNER. 


Employed by Woodward & Tiernan 
and His Friends Cannot Account 
for His Act—Pistol Did 
the Work, 


The body of George F. Schaeffer, a young 
designer employed by the Woodward & 
Tiernan Printing Co., was found frozen stiff 
by William Foster of 4234 Swan avenue 
Tuesday morning. The body was concealed 
in the high weeds in a vacant lot on New 
Manchester road about 100 feet west of 
King’s highway. It had evidently been 
there more than 2 hours. 

The right hand clutched a 38-caliber re- 
volver and there was an ugly bullet hole

six hours and constantly harassed in an at- 
tempt to make her say her brother killed 
John G. Doering. The boy was locked up in 
the ‘Dlack hole’ in the hope of extorting 
a confession from him. 

John and Katie are children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Conrad Wissehr of 622 North Illinois 
etreet, Belleville. They are grandnephew 
and grandniece of the murdered man. 
Somebody told the police Sunday that some- 
body else had said that Katie had said that 
her mother had said that she ‘had sent John 
to Doering’s house Friday evening, Dec. 31, 
and that he hed returned and told her that 
he had killed the old man. 

Katie, who is 16, but looks much younger, 
is employed by Mrs. Rosina Rudolph, who 
lives near B and Illinois streets. Monday 
morning at 8 o’clock Mrs. Rudolph sent 
her to Kempff’s drug store. She was pass- 
ing the First National Bank building when 
Detective Wasem came out of the police 
station, acrose the street, and called to her. 
She went over. He took her into Chief 
Obst’s office. The window blind was low- 
ered and an overcoat was hung over the 
glass panel of the door. 

Chief Obst, Fire Chief Nebgen, Detective 
Wasem and Policemen Weilmuenster and 
Gruenewali, she says, took turns at 
“sweating’’ her and kept it up for two 
hours. She cried continuously and pro- 
tested that her brother was innocent. 

At 10 o’clock Chief Obst and Detective 
Wasem went out to the St. Clair foundry 
and arrested John, who is 18 years old. The 
boy was sweated an hour and then taken 
down to the black hole, the basement cell 
reserved for a prisoners. 

At noon he wae taken upstairs and locked 

in the cage. 
In the meantime Mrs. Rudolph had sent 
her daughter out to hunt for Katie. She 
went to the drug store, to the Wissehr 
home, and hunted = Mrs. Wissehr who was 
doing some work in another part of the 
city. Mrs. Wissehr asked a ne‘ghbor to re- 
ort the girl's disappearance to the police. 
e found her at the police station. The 
girl’s grandmother went down but was 
not allowed to see her, and no explanation 
was made. 

Just after noon Mrs. Wissehr was brought 
to the station anc sweated two hours. he 
denied sending John to Doering’s house that 
night. She was not permitted to see her son, 

About 2 o'clock Katte, who had been left 
in the chief's office, slipped out through 
the station when nobody was looking and 
ran heme. Shortly after the boy's father 
went to tho station, but was not permitted 
io see John. At 6 o'clock Chief Obst sald 
to Jchn: 

“You can go home with your father.” 

To the boy's father the chief said: “T 
will take it on my own shoulders to let your 
son go.” 

That was the only explanation given. 

Neither of the children was given any- 
thing to eat at noon. 

The purents were very indignant when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter saw them Monday 
night. They sald John was at home asleep 
at 9 o'clock the night of Dec. $1. . John said 
he was wth a crowd of boys play'’ng on the 
prairte near the North Illinols Street Station 
from supper time unt!) bed t'me, 

“I can prove my whereabouts by a dozen 
boys,” he said. ‘The police tried to make 
me confesa that I was at uncle's house Fri- 
day night. They said they had witnesses 
to prove I was there, but they did not te] 
me who the witnesses were.”’ 

Katie, her eyes still red and ewollen from 
weeping. said: “They tried to make me 
swear to a lie, but T would not do it." 

The boy is popular among the employes 
of the St. Clair foundry. They are getting 
up a fund to employ a lawyer to bring suit 
against the city for damages.

SHE REFUSES TO MOVE. 


Occupies Part of the Pavement and De- 
clares That She Is Entitled 
to the Property. 


Fashionable Forest Park boulevard has 
developed a small rebellion that may re- 
sult in a real fight. Mrs. Susan Garner of 
Randolph County, Missouri, extraction, her 
18-year-old son, two smaller children and 
four dogs are on the one side while the 
property owners and residents are on the 
other.

pose any written evidence of such a deed, 
nor hag she accepted their invitation to 


move. 

What is age ovign | the property owners’ 
movement is that the “settlement” ig sit- 
uated on part of the street and sidewalk. 
The ramshackle is located on the north 
side of the boulevard, just west of No. 3941, 
The street at that. point is to be tmproved 
this spring. Nicholis-Ritter, real estate 
agents, have charge of the residence No. 
8941 and the four élegant new dweilings 
east, the only ones on that side. They are 
not quite completed and the agents say that 
they will not attempt to rent them until 
Mrs. Garner and her |! , which extends 
across what should be the sidewalk al- 
most in front of these new houses, is re- 
moved. 

Several yellow dogs greeted a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the Garner stockade gate. 

“Who be ye?’’ came from within, and a 
few minutes later a thin, wrinkled, sharp- 
eyed face peered over a low place in the 
fence. It belonged to Mrs, Garner. 

“Oh, yes, they are trying to get me to 
move, but I will not go. This land ain't 
as but it is mine, and T’ll let you know 
that. : 

‘“T ain’t no lawyer, but I know something 
about law. Why, there was a courthouse 
in the town where I was born in Randolph 
County and I was in it often when a child. 
Of course, that was years ago, and it’s true 
that I have been in none of them places 
since, but I have talked‘ to some rich folks 
what know and they told me that I should 
just stay and fight the people who will have 
me get out. No, I won't tell who these peo- 
ple are. I don’t have to tell who my friends 
are, but you can bet that I ain’t no fool 
and that if I go to court that there will be 
money forthcoming with which to fight the 
case. I came here twelve years ago and I 
was as respectable and loyal as any cit- 


izen. 

“T had five children, was a widow and 
located just where I am now. I did not 
think that the city would spread out here. 
Why, in those days this was all a wild 
stretch of wood. My home was the com- 
fort of hunters. Yes, sir, you could shoot 
as much ‘as you might wish, too, and I am 
sure it must have been pretty wild or it 
would not have been that way. 

‘Well, I raised my children right. Two 
sons are fully grown and have gone out 
into the world.

MEN BELIEVED TO BE THE “CLIP. 
TON HEIGHTS” PEOPLE 
ARE IN TROUBLE. 


THEY MOVED TO NEW ORLEANS. 


After Exposure by the Post-Dispatch 
in St. Louis They Folded Tents 
and Stole Away. 


The “Clifton Heights Addition, St. Louts 
County,” real estate speculation, which 
was extensively exploited in the local news- 
papers six weeks ago, has been heard from 
‘at New Orleans. 

In November the Realty and Surety Bond 
Co. opened offices on the seventh floor of 
the Roe building. An imposing: array of 
names appeared in gilt letters on the door 
as officers and directors, but not one of 
them could be found in the city directory. 
Clarence Hillman, a emooth young man, 
who posed as general manager, was the 
whole show. 

Along in December glowing advertise- 
ments and paid write-ups appeared in some 
local papers booming the Clifton Heights 


Addition. Pictures of charming suburban 
residences, “‘soon to be built,” with boule- 
vards, two parks, with fountains, shade 
trees and broad driveways, were published 
and investors were directed to write to or 
call on Mr. Le Roy Dennis, vice-president 
of the Missouri Realty and Surety Bond Co., 
Roe building. 

Mr. Dennis was never to be found at the 
offices of the company, but Mr. Hillman at- 
tended to all business and explained that 
Mr. Dennis was a Philadelphia capitalist 
who knew a good thing when he saw it. 

Persons who saw the advertisement sup- 
posed it referred to Clifton Heights proper- 
ty at the end of the Scullin street car line. 
In the course of time it developed that the 
Clifton Heights addition to St. uls Coun- 
ty was an addition to nothing in particular. 
It was situated 30 miles from St. uis, five 
miles from any town or railroad, it was 
not subdivided and was assessed at $7 an 
acre. It was bought from William Summer- 
ville ostensibly by Le Roy Dennis, the con- 
sideration named being $2000. 

Within two weeks lots in the alleged ad- 
dition, which was subdivided only on paper, 
were deeded to various parties for an ag- 
gregate of over $150,000. The transactions 
were decidedly peculiar. Deeds of trusts 
on the property were recorded at the same 
time to about an equal] amount, and since 
on the same subdivision on paper the e 
names were bestowed on the St. uis 
County addition as obtain in the Clifton 
He‘ghts close to the city, investors might 
easily loan money on such deeds of trust 
under a decided misapprehension. 

The names given as large investors were: 
J. U. Kingsley, Charles ¢C. Griffith, F. H. 
ly. fos H. V. Spencer, B. F,. Wyler, Her- 
man ndeck and C, M. Lyons, all of whom 
were said to have offices in the Holland 
Building. C. M. Lyons had an office there 
which was adorn with a large blue rint 
of the alleged Clifton eights addition. 
Landeck was a clerk without a dollar, who 
explained that his employer had put a 
lot in his name, and had got him to execute 
a deed of trust on it. This, he declared. was 
the only transaction he had figured in 
aithough his name appeared on deeds of 
trust for several thousand dollars, B, F. 
Wyler denied buying a single jot, and he 
forbade Hillman to uge his name. The 
other alleged investors could not be found.
